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RETROSPECT. 


The  school  year  just  ended  at  the  Conservatory  has  no  doubt 
seemed  an  uneventful  one  to  outside  observers,  but  it  has  neverthe- 
less  been  characterized  by  progress  in  many  internal  reforms  and 
improvements  in  the  courses  which  are  destined  to  raise  the 
standard  of  the  institution  in  every  direction. 

There  has  been  but  one  addition  to  the  Faculty,  Mr.  Reinhold 
Faelten,  who  was  called  from  Baltimore  to  take  charge  of  the  course 
in  Pianoforte  Sight  Playing.  This  new  and  much  needed  depart- 
ment was  introduced  at  the  beginning  of  the  third  term,  simultane- 
ously with  the  courses  in  Violin  Sight  Playing  under  Mr.  Emil 
Mahr  and  Advanced  Sight  Singing  under  Mr.  Samuel  W.  Cole. 

Two  new  normal  courses  were  added  to  the  one  already  in 
existence,  viz. : the  normal  Vocal  course  in  charge  of  Mr.  Frank  E. 
Morse,  and  the  Violin  normal  class  in  charge  of  Mr.  Herman 
Hartmann.  The  Pianoforte  normal  course  has  been  this  year  under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  John  D.  Buckingham  and  in  all  these  classes 
much  valuable  work  has  been  done,  giving  great  promise  for  the 
future  development  of  these  departments.  The  Chorus  Class  has 
been  very  active  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Samuel  W.  Cole  and 
has  given  several  very  successful  public  performances  of  Gaul’s 
Cantata,  “The  Holy  City.” 

The  Orchestral  Class  has  been  strengthened  through  the  addition 
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of  a regular  corps  of  wind  instruments  and  gave  several  highly 
satisfactory  concerts  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Emil  Mahr. 

The  regular  lecture  courses  were  continued  and  augmented  by  a 
course  on  orchestral  instruments  by  Mr.  Louis  C.  Elson  and  a 
course  on  evolution  of  musical  form  by  Dr.  Percy  Goetschius. 

Faculty  meetings  were  held  regularly  and  the  members  of  the 
Pianoforte  Faculty  held  a number  of  special  meetings  incident 
to  the  introduction  of  the  Virgil  Practice  Clavier. 

A decidedly  increased  interest  has  been  noticeable  in  the  Com- 
position course,  and  during  the  last  half  of  the  school  year  in  almost 
all  the  pupils1  recitals  original  compositions  from  the  members  of 
this  department  were  performed. 

An  interesting  announcement  to  our  patrons  will  be  the  establish- 
ment of  a periodical  named  the  “ Conservatory  Quarterly,”  the  first 
number  of  which  is  just  ready  for  distribution.  This  publication 
will  contain  in  each  issue  all  the  programs  of  the  term  preceding, 
and  thus  make  superfluous  a continuation  of  the  present  Program 
Album.  We  hope  that  all  the  friends  of  the  Conservatory  will  be 
glad  to  have  an  opportunity  to  receive  more  frequent  official  com- 
munications regarding  the  inner  life  of  the  institution. 

A feature  of  Commencement  week  were  the  memorial  exercises  in 
honor  of  our  beloved  first  director,  the  lamented  Dr.  E.  Tourj6e, 
and  the  unveiling  of  the  Memorial  Tablet  in  the  lower  hall  of  the 
Conservatory  building,  donated  by  the  Alumni  Association.  These 
services  formed  a befitting  end  to  the  successful  school  year.
